The young man 
is Albert H. Washbnrn, the United 
Slates consular agent at SMagdeDurg. 
Benry P. Mwitr, consul at Chemnitz, 
was the first ono of the Americans at-

names of the presidents of the United 
States. Merritt named them over with 
Borne deliberation and drew from bis 
German friend the declaration that ha
